Syria-Israeli Dispute 


HE armistice agreement between 
Syria und Israel in July of 1949 
provided that Syrian troops should be 
withdrawn from certain small areas of 
Palestine they then—occupied, that 
these areas should be demilitarised 
and that they then should be gradual- 
ly restored to “normal civilian life.”

NEW ATOM WEAPONS 
May Change 
Red Army 
New York, May 30. 
Senator Brien McMahon, 
Chairman of the Congres- 
sional Committee on Atomic 
Energy, was quoted today as 
saying that recent American 
atomic testy meant that 
America could deliver more 
powerful atomic  counter- 
blows against an aggressor. 
*In an interview with the 
magazine Newsweek, the Sena- 


tor ‘stated, “We have o variety 
of atomie wenpons under 


development and in the process ; 


of becoming available for 
military uso in' the case of war. 


“These include tactical wea 
pons such as—to cite just one 
item—the so-called — atomic 
artillery shell, In the future, it 
fs likely that guided missiles 
with atomic warheads will 
figure prominently in our 
tactical arsenal’, 

. Asked whether ho was con- 
vinced that o hydrogen bomb 
could be made and whother it 
could be carried by a plane, Mr 
McMohon replied, “I feel that, 
more probably than not, it can 
and will be constructed, If such 
a bomb Is feasible, I definitely 
envisage that it could he 
delivered by a ‘bomber plane”. 

Asked to comment on: the 
significance of © recent atomic 
tests in Nevada and at Eniwetok 
he said that their purpose had 
been to “ihergase American 
knowledge about atomic ex- 
plosions and weapons and to 
assist in the development of im- 
proved models, ‘ . 

“The tests‘ are entircly satis- 


factory, ind -I-am. well -pleased”, - 


he declared. . 
. “Our knowledge about atomic 
weapons —- as comparcd with 
our knowledge in 1045 — is 
almost the difference between 
a candle and a scarchlight. To- 
day we control a formidable 
“stockpile that reflects accclerat. 
ing progress in both numbers 
and quality".

The new unit, called “High- 
Speed Fax,” is said to be the 
fastest im use. Like other 
facsimile transmitters it sends 
photographs and printed and 
written matter ready for use 
at the receiving end. 

At the transmitting end, a 
motor turns a ° transparent 
cylinder 1,800 times a ininute. 
The operator instrta into the 
cylinder the material to be 
sent. A right peim of light 
focused on the pag 
along a truck that parallels the 
epinning cylinder. <A_ photo- 
electric call picks up the light 
and dark areas of the copy or 
picture as the cylinder rotates. 
The impulses are transmitted 
by menns of telephone lines or 
by radio waves to the receiver 
in some distant city where they 
mre transferred to sensitized 
paper and recorded.

Fung Hing-yau,  allas Arthur 
Fung, and he-was at tho time 
of his death a doctor | of 
medicine and lived at 23 Castle 
Peak Road, first floor, with hts 
invald wife and his family 
and a number of servants,” sald 
Mr Reynolds in his opening ad- 
dress to the jury. “Although Dr 
Fung had his surgery at 482, 
Nathan Road he was in the 
habit of also treating private 
patients occasionally at his 
residence, ; : 

“On the morning of February 
26 about 9 o'clock the door bell 
rang oat Dr Fung’s private 
residency and an amah went to 
the door, She looked through a 
peephole and saw two men who 
spoke to hey, She then reported 
to the doctor and he went and 
opened the door and spoke to 
the men, One of them said 
that he wanted medical treat- 
ment. So the two men were 
admitted and one of these men 
went Into the doctor's waiting 
room where the doctor atlended 
to him. The other man went 
to the rear of the premises and 
he did so on the pretext of 
wishing to go to the lavatory. 
He went into the kitchen where 
the_sole occupant was an amoh. 


ASKS FOR KEYS 

“This second man produced 
& revolver, threatened the amah 
and sent her buck to the front 
portion of the premises, They 
went Bact to the waiting room 
and there’ Dr Fung and the two 
omahs “were ordered under 
threat of the gun to go Into Mrs 
Fung's bedroom which was 
next door and where Mrs Fung 
was lying in bed attended by 
two nurses and an_amah, 

“Dr Fung was clad ‘in his 
pojamas and ao dressing gown 
and the man who carried the 
revolver asked him to produce 
the keys,—Dr Fung said he did 
not have them and that they 
were in the rear of th> premises, 
The man then searched his 
pockets and.drom one of them he 
toole a wrist wateh Ifo_ then 
forocd the doctor to go to the 
Year of the premises where he 
recovered his trousers anparently 
looking for the keys. 

“Just obout this time there 
was an interruption, A patient 
rang the door bell and the man 
who pretended to be {ll called 
out to ask avho was there, The 
other aan, holding the revolver, 
turned towards the door and 
pointed his yun. ‘ 

“It was at this lime Dr Fung, 
selzing the opportunity, graboed 
the armed man from oehind and 
a struggle ensusd, It is .not 
quite clear what ‘took place.

ROBBERS ESCAPE 

“The two robbers then opened 
the door, ran down into the 
street and escaped. They were 
followed by one of the amaohs 
but she fainted, 

“Dr Fung was found badly 
wounded and was removed to 
the Kowloon Hospital where he 
was operated’ upon by Pro- 
fessor Stock. He was removed 
later 40 Queen .Mary Hospital 
where he dled on March 5 o3 a 
result of fracture of the skull 
caused by a gunshot wound, 

“A very short time after the 
robbery, a wrist watch, which 
answered to the description of 
the one taken: from Dr Fung, 
was pawned ot a pawnshop in 
Nanchang Street. : 

“The Pollee arrived aot Dr 
Fung’s residence about 9,26 
asm. and searched the rooms and 
near the door of Mrs Yung’s 
bedroom a detective found . an 
expended bullet. 

“Police, investigations were 
made and on April 6, Detective
